On The Lawn 

with LARRY LAWRENCE 


It isn’t difficult to explain to 
a homeowner why seeding a lawn 
in the late summer or early fall 
is preferable to any other time of 
year. It is nature’s own seeding 
time and growing conditions usu¬ 
ally are more favorable. 

It isn't so easy to show him 
why a late summer feeding is 
equally profitable. He sees his 
grass slowing down (less mow¬ 
ing), He very likely sees the 
evidence of a baking hot sum¬ 
mer. And his natural instinct is 
to say '*That*s it for this season. 
Next year I’ll get a good, early 
start.” 

Actually, if he could fertilize 
only once a year, this would be 
the best time to do it. The reason 
is that the right food triggers 
’’tillering.” Tillers are the new 
side shoots that make the turf 
thicker and thus help fill in die, 
bare spots. By feeding now with 
a protein building fertilizer such 
as Turf Builder it is possible to 
make two or even four blades of 
grass grow where only one grew 
before.

CAREFULLY" CAMPAIGN 


"A safe journey to and from school 
the first weeks of school year can set 
a pattern of safe walking and safe driv¬ 
ing which will help keep our school 
children free of traffic accident- involve¬ 
ment throughout the year," said Raymond 
A. Compton, safety director of the Auto¬ 
mobile ClubW Springfield. 

This week, the AAA begins its local 
'*Schoors Open Drive Carefully" cam¬ 
paign as part of an annual national cam¬ 
paign to keep school pedestrians safe. 
New', colorful *'Schoors Open" posters 
and bumper strips have been distributed 
throughout the community to draw atten¬ 
tion to this campaign. 

Be especially alert in school areas, 
since for many children, this is the first 
time they’ve been completely on their 
own in a traffic environment. “Many 
youngsters," he pointed out, “have re¬ 
ceived no traffic safety education; thus, 
they are unaware of the potential hazards 
inherent in the motor vehicle-pedestrian 


relationship and tend to be bverconfident 
in their actions. In addition, some of these 
children, particularly in suburban and 
rurual areas, have not been exposed to 
safe walking aids, such as signs, signals, 
traffic police, sidewalks, pedestrian cross¬ 
walks, and school safety patrols." 

AAA also asked parents to make sure 
their children are prepared to accept this 
new responsibility of being a safe pedes¬ 
trian. The Automobile Club recommended 
that parents review safe walking rules 
with their children, and help them select 
the safest route to school. 

To help reduce congestion and haz¬ 
ardous traffic conditions in the vicinity of 
school, the AAA official urged parents 
not to drive their children to school un¬ 
less absolutely necessary. 

“The sooner children learn to be re¬ 
sponsible for themselves in traffic, the 
safer pedestrians they will be," said Mr. 
Compton.
